K.S. “BUD” ADAMS, JR. 


Owner/Chairman of the Board/President 


One of Texas’ premier business leaders, K.S. “Bud" Adams, Jr., 
brought professional sports to the Gulf Coast when he founded the 
Houston Oilers football team. The hard-working and aggressive 
Adams helped co-found the American Football League (AFL) on Au- 
gust 3, 1959, when the Oilers and the Dallas Texans became the 
first two major league sports franchises in the state of Texas. 

Adams’ first love, his Houston Oilers, is a team rich in tradition 
and pride. ‘The Oilers have been in the playoffs a total of 15 times 
during their 35-year history, and Adams was the leading force in 
performing miracles during the early years of the AFL. He is Chair 
man of the NFL's Finance Committee and the Audit Sub-Commit- 
tce, In addition, he also serves on the following NFL committees: 
alignment, Hall of Fame and International. Adams is one of eight 
stees to the NEL Trust 
Adams’ Oilers were the dominant team during the early 1960's, 
winning championships in 1960 and 1961, finishing second in 
1962, and making the playoffs in 1967, 1969, 1978, 1979, 1980, 
1987, 1988, 1989, 1990, 1991, 1992, and in 1993. In fact, the Oil- 
ers’ streak of seven consecutive playoff appearances (1987-93) was 
the longest streak in the NFL during that time span. In 1991, 
Adams’ Oilers captured their first-ever AFC Central Division Cham- 
pionship, and the club was a repeat champion in '93, 

Adams’ interest in sports was first displayed while attending 
Culver Military Academy where he earned letters in football, basket- 
and baseball. Upon graduation from Culver, Adams attended 
Menlo College in California, lettering in both rugby and football, 
Adams then transferred to the enginecring school at the University 
of Kansas where he also lettered in football for the Jayhawks. Dur 
ams began his loyal affiliation with Sigma Chi 


Adams, a native of Bartlesville, Oklahoma, served in the U.S 
Naval Reserve during World War I and was stationed aboard a PAC- 
Fleet carrier unit where he served as an aviation engineering off 
cer. Prior to his discharge in 1946, Lt. jg. Adams served as an aide in 
the U.S. Navy's Congressional Liaison Office in Washington. 

Truly a “man for all seasons,” Adams has parlayed a 1946 chance 
stop in Houston, resulting from fog which grounded his plane, into 
a highly successful and diversified business empire which ranks him 
among the better known and prominent businessmen in the coun- 
uy. 
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Adams incorporated ADA Oil Company, which was a forerunner 
of the publicly-held American Stock Exchange-listed Adams Re- 
sources & Energy, Inc., an energy company engaged in oil and gas 
exploration, crude oil marketing, intrastate and interstate petro- 
chemical trucking, and wholesale and retail marketing of petroleum 
farm- 
ing and ranching in California and Texas, cattle breeding, cattle 
feeding, real estate, automobile dealerships and leasing, a travel 
agency, western art, and Indian artifacts. 

During his early business career, Adams was an avid sponsor of 
amateur and AAU teams in basketball and softball, His ADA Oilers 
were a perennial power in the National Industrial Basketball 
League in the °50s, capturing third place in the national AAU tour- 
nament in 1956. His interest in sports has been further manifested 
by past ownership participation in professional baseball, basketball 
nd boxing. 

The unknown side of Bud Adams is his charitable and philan- 
thropic activities that are most often anonymous. Most recently, 
Adams created and donated the Houston Oilers Most Valuable Stu- 
dent Award, a four-year, College Scholarship to be given annually 
to a deserving student (selected by committee) in the Houston In- 
dependent School District, The 1995 recipient was Gerardo 
Ramirez from Furr High. Ramirez will attend the University of 
Houston and pursue a degree in mathematics. 

Very active in national, state and local programs, Adams is on 
the Board of Directors of the Cherokee Indian National Historical 
Society; the Board of Governors of the Sigma Chi Fraternity Foun- 
dation; the Board of Trustees of the Pro Football Hall of Fame in 
“anton, Ohio; the Board of Directors of the Boy Scouts of America, 
Sam Houston Area Council; the Board of Directors of The Hundred 
Club of Houston; the Board of Trustees of the Culver Educational 
Foundation; and is a ¢ Director of the Houston Livestock 
Show and Rodeo. Adams also spearheaded the drive for construc- 
tion and operation of the Houston Ronald McDonald House. 

Adams has received numerous awards through the years. He 
was inducted into the Culver Academy's Athletic Hall of Fame in the 
inaugural class in May of 1994. In June, 1991, he was given the Or- 
der of Constantine from Sigma Chi which is the highest honor that 
fraternity can bestow. In February, 1990, he was given Sigma Chi 
Foundation’s Semi-Centennial Award. In January of 1988, he re-

FLOYD REESE 


Executive Vice-President/General Manager 


On Jan, 27, 1994, Floyd Reese was named Presi- 
denv/General Manager for the Oilers. In his po: ses is re- 
sponsible for all aspects of the Oilers’ football operations, including 


player personnel, scouting and contract negotiations. Reese has 
spent the last 21 years in professional football, working with four 
different organizations in capacities ranging from strength and con- 
ditioning, to his present position of Executive Vice-President/Gene 
al Manger. “I've done everything in this league except be a head 
coach,” said Re ootball is all | have ever done,” 

During this past off-season, he aided in Jeff Fisher’s selection as 
the 15th head coach of the Oilers and his coaching staff, and coor- 
dinated all aspects of the team’s National Football League draft and 
free agency. Prior to last season, he had served as Houston's Assis 
tant General Manager since 1990. 

Before joining the Oilers’ front office, Reese served as Hous- 
ton’s linebackers coach for four years. In 1989, three of the club's 
top four tacklers were from Rees 88, the team’s 
top three tacklers were all linebackei 

A native of Springfield, Missouri, Reese played linebacker at 
UCLA from 1966-69, and played professionally for one season 
(1970) as a defensive lineman for the Montreal Alouettes of the 
CEL. Following his stint in Montreal, Reese began his coaching ca- 
reer at Liberty Union High School in Brentwood, California. He 
then returned to his alma mater in Westwood as an assistant coach, 
remaining with the Bruins from 1971-73. Reese ended the coll 
giate coaching portion of his career with one season at Georgia 
Tech in 1974. 

From 1975-77, Reese was the strength and conditioning coach 
for the Detroit Lions. After his term with the Lions, Reese joined the 
in Francisco 49ers for one season (1978) before being added to 
Bud Grant's staff as linebackers and special teams coach for the 
Minnesota Vikings in 1979. He served in that role until 1984 when 
he was elevated to the title of Defensive Coordinator under then- 
Head Coach Les Steckel. Again under Grant in °85, he reassumed 
the duties of linebackers coach. 

Reese is a member of both the UCLA Athletic Hall of Fame and 
the Liberty Union High School Hall of Fame. Born Aug. 8, 1948, 
Floyd and his wile Sally (4/3/72) have two sons, Jeremy (9/19/76) 
and Sean (5/16/80), and reside in Sugar Land, Texas. 
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Mike McClure’s tenure with the Houston Oilers is spread over 
nine years, 1979-1981 and 1989-1995. In those nine seasons, the 
Oilers have qualified for the playoffs cight time: 

He’s one of a handful of people who've served in top level exee- 
utive capacities in three major professional sports (NFL, MLB, 
NBA). 

McClure reports directly to Oilers’ owner K.S. “Bud” Adams, Jr., 
and is responsible for the non-football business operations of the 
franchise, He has negotiated long-term local radio and television 
contracts for the Oilers and spearheaded the Oilers’ training camp 
move to San Antonio's Trinity University. He recently concluded 
discussions with the Alamodome and the Dallas Cowboys for the 
playing of the annual Governor's Cup game in the San Antonio fa- 
cility in 1995, 1996 and 1997 

Much of McClure’s responsibilities fall in the area of strategic 
planning, and he has been Adam’s point man on planning for a 
new playing facility for the team after the expiration of the current 
lease at the Astrodome in 1997. 

Following six years in private busi McClure entered the 
sports field in 1970 as Director of the Big Ten Conference Service 
Bureau. In 1973, he joined the NBA’s Chicago Bulls as Director of 
Public Relations and Marketing. 

In 1979, McClure joined the Oilers as Vice-President of Market- 
ing and Public Relations. He conceived and administered the Oil- 
ers’ “Luv Ya Blue!” promotion which has been hailed as one of the 
most successful in sports history. 

McClure went to the Chicago White Sox in 1981 as Vice-Presi- 
dent of Marketing and in 1983 the White Sox became the first base- 
ball ream in Chicago history to draw 2 million fans. In 1983 and 
1986, he was honored by Major League Baseball with the coveted 
‘Team Marketing Excellence Award and is the only two-time recipi- 
ent, 

He was elevated to Senior Vice-President of Marketing and 
Broadcasting in 1987 and played a key role in the planning and 
construction of the new Comiskey Park. He also served on the 
Board of Directors of Major League Baseball Properties. 

McClure has received numerous professional and community 
awards, is a Significant Sig of Sigma Chi Fraternity, and serves on 
the Alumni Board of Trustees of his alma mater, DePauw University 
in Greencastle, Indiana. He also serves on the Board of Directors of 
the Houston Convention and Visitors Bureau. 

Mike and his wife, Brenda, have two grown sons (Michacl 28, 
Matthew 25) and reside in Sugar Land, Texas.

Holovak was an All-America football player for Boston College, 
playing for the Eagles from 1940-42 (co-captain in 42), In the Jan, 1, 
1943, Orange Bowl game, he set a record for the highest rushing aver- 
age in that game with a 15.8yard mark on ten carries for 158 yards. 
BC lost that Orange Bowl to Alabama 37-21, but Holovak scored three 
touchdowns (65, 34, 2 yds.), In Jan, of 1984, he was inducted into the 
prestigious Orange Bow! Hall of Honor, Holovak was also inducted 
into the National Collegiate Hall of Fame in. 1983 as well as being in- 
ducted into the State of Pennsylvania Hall of Fame in Hershey, PA. 
Following his collegiate carcer, Holovak was drafted in the first 
round by the Los Angeles Rams, but first served in the Navy until 
1946, He played for the Rams in “46 before being traded to the Chica- 
go Bears, In two seasons with the Bears (1947-48) under Head Coach 
George Halas, Holovak played fullback and linebacker. 
Holovak retired from pro football in ‘49 to become the junior var- 
sity coach at Boston College. From 1951-59 he was BC's head coach, 
posting a 49-29-3 record during his tenure, When the new American 
Football League was formed, Holovak was one of the first employees 
hired by the Boston Patriots, becoming their Director of Player Per- 
sonnel in 1959. Elevated to head coach after the fifth game in 1961, 
Holovak then guided the Patriots to the AFL Eastern Division title, 
posting a 7-1-1 record in the final nine game: 
In 1964, Holovak assumed the Patriot neral Manager's du 
along with his head coaching job, With a 52-46-9 record, he remains 
the winningest coach in Patriots’ history, He left the Pats in 1968 to 
join the San Francisco 49ers, and has also been associated with the 
Oakland Raiders (1971) and the New York Jets (1972-76). He served 
as the Jets’ head coach for one game in ‘76 following the departure of 
Lou Holtz. Holovak returned to the Patriots as a personnel assistant in 
1977 before being promoted to Director of College Scouting the fol 
lowing year.

Head Coach 


Jeff Fisher became the Oilers’ 15th head coach officially on Jan. 
5, 1995, after closing his first campaign with the Oilers as Head 
Coach/Defensive Coordinator, He was elevated to that title after 
Jack Pardee was relieved of his duties on Nov. 14, 1994. Mired in an 
Li-game losing streak, Fisher never lost his players as the team con- 
tinued to fight hard before finally getting on track with a 24-10 sea- 
son-ending victory over the New York Jets. 

Fisher originally joined the Oilers last Feb. 9, 1994, after spend- 
ing the previous two seasons as the defensive backs coach for the 
San Francisco 49ers. Fisher's hiring was a perfect fit for the Oilers 
who were looking for a young, aggressive coach who had experi- 
ence in the “46” defense, Fisher had worked with the “46” for sev- 
eral years with former Houston Defensive Coordinator Buddy Ryan. 
Fisher took over a defense that achieved dominant status in 1993 
but had lost several key components to free agency. In 1993, the 
Oilers led the NFL in sacks (52), interceptions (26), run defense 
(79.6 yards per game), opponent third down efficiency (30.8%) and 
defensive touchdowns (6). Houston's 43 takeaways ranked second 
in the league behind Buffalo's 47. Fisher's challenge was in his abil- 
ity to mix in the necessary new players with the returning veterans, 
while still maintaining a high level of performance. 

Although the Oilers defense suffered some set backs and the of 
fense struggled throughout the year, Fisher was able to keep the 
defensive unit together while improving their overall NFI. defensive 
ranking from Lith to ninth, no easy task considering the offense 
had fallen from third to 26th. In his first off-season as a head coach, 
Fisher assembled a staff of veteran coaches with proven track 
records. Already possessing a keen understanding and solid knowl- 
edge on the defensive side of the ball, his first hire was offensive co- 
ordinator Jerry Rhome. Fisher then added Larry Beightol (offensive 
line), Les Steckel (wide receivers/tight ends) and Sherman Smith 
(cunning backs), while reassigning Dick Coury, “It is important to 
establish a cohesiveness on each side of the ball, but for us, it was 
ly important to get that going on offense,” said Fisher. “I 
ed offenses for a long time, and have never liked facing a 
Jerry Rhome style offense-now that’s not a problem.” 

Fisher also added Steve Sidwell (defensive coordinator) and 
Rod Perry (defensive backs) to his defensive staff while tabbing 
Russ Purnell as special teams coach and retaining Gregg Williams 
(linebackers). “Having a solid staff that has a nice blend, of not only 
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coaching experience but playing experience, is important with the 
way the game is going in the 90's,” said Fisher. “'m extremely 
pleased with the coaching staff that (General Manager) Floyd 
(Reese) and I have pieced together. It so important to have great 
coaching.”

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THE ASTRODOME 


‘The Houston Oilers play their home games in the Astrodom 
Since 1988, more than 10,000 seats have been added to the A: 
trodome’s capacity, thus making its seating availability now compa- 
rable to other domed stadiums, In carly 1988, a state-of-the-art 
Magic Carpet” AstroTurt system was installed by AstroTurf Indus- 
tries, making the Astrodome the only artificial turf stadium in Ame 
ica with entirely separate fields for both football and baseball. In 
addition, construction has been completed on 65 “Columbia Suite” 
luxury boxes. 

Officially named the Harris County Domed Stadium, the As- 
trodome was financed by an $18-million general obligation bond, 
which passed in January of 1961. The cost of the project, including 
off-site improvements, land acquisition, engineering fees, site 
roads, and parking lot paving, was $31.6 million. 

In 1982, a $42-million improvement program updated all of the 
Astrodome Complex. Financed by Harris County's portion of the 
hotel-motel tax, the renovations included the installation of the first 
Diamond Vision sercen in the Astrodome scoreboard, 
tructure itself covers 9 1/2 acres, and the entire 
including exhibition halls and parking areas, covers 260 
acres. The outside diameter of the stadium structure is 710 feet and 
the floor of the stadium is approximately 25 feet below normal
